Maryland Editor Tours Virginia Studs 
And Finds Many Fine Young Prospects 


Editor’s Note: We are pleased to publish the following article written by 
Humphrey 8S. Finney, Editor of the Maryland Horse, and generously sent to 
The Chronicle after a tour of some Virginia Studs. Mr. Finney was connect- 
ed with Labrot & Co.’s Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis, Md., for ten 
years, where stands *Kantar, one of the best of Maryland stallions, before 
giving his full time to the publication of the Maryland Horse.

There is no pleasanter time of the year to drive through the ‘Old Domin- 
ion’ of Virginia than in the early summer when the vista from the tops of 
the Blue Ridge, looking down into the lovely Shenandoah Valley, is superb. 
It was thus one day last week when the writer picked up Manager Charles 
O. Dulin, of Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis, early in the morning, and head- 
ed for Virginia, with plans laid for a full and busy day ahead. Stopping 
first at Middleburg, metropolis of the hunting country, we paid a brief visit 
to the offices of that enterprising and unique weekly, The Middleburg Chron- 
icle, to see Managing Editor Gerry Webb. Unfortunately this gentleman was 
3urrland Farm of William Ziegler 
Jr., where we Milton McCoy. Here we learned of 
Mr. Ziegler’s decision to sell the place, as well as the horses, or a good part 
of them. This was somewhat of a surprise to us, as it was to learn that Matt 
Brady had sold a number of the horses in training and would sell a number 
more. It is regrettable that Mr. Ziegler has reached this decision, for last 
year he had a good year’s sport and, from the looks of the foals we saw in 
the paddock by the home sires Espino, Our General and Polydor, as well as 
by outside sires like The Porter and *St. Germans, he appeared destined for 
more success. The three home sires are in fine condition. 

Back through the town we went to Mountville, to find Dr. Robert L. 
Humphrey, to get some data relative to blood testing of the young horses for 
calcium and phosphorus content. The Dr. had not received Mr. Dulin’s wire 
of the previous day so was not there, though we found where he was. A 
hurried drive through Middleburg to Arthur White’s finely appointed stables, 
just off the Upperville road, enabled us to catch the Doctor before he left for 
Charles Town and the races. After an inspection of the stable-full of fine 
hunters and ’chasers Arthur White has there we headed for the famous old 
Blue Ridge Stud that housed, long ago, the powerful stud of the late Henry 
T. Oxnard. Of late years the farm has housed the breeding stock of Admir- 
al Cary T. Grayson and Robert Sterling Clark, since the farm became the 
property of the former gentleman. Admiral Grayson died early this spring, 
his racing string having been sold at Belmont Park recently. The Grayson 
yearlings will be sold at Saratoga late in the session. These yearlings are a 
big, rugged lot, from some excellent producing dams and are by High Quest, 
*By Pass II, *Happy Argo and Reigh Count and Pompey. We saw a number 
of mares and foals by various sires, among them three by Broker’s Tip, 
which sire Admiral Grayson intended to try out through the race course. At 
present the four sires at the Blue Ridge Stud are *Happy Argo, a good sire 
and a brilliant sprinter of days gone by; *By Pass II, a young sire who has 
been little used as yet, though he has sired a good portion of winners, and 
is from the potent line of Phalaris; Broker’s Tip, and R. S. Clark’s *Rosolio 
II, who is on one of his frequent visits to the American stud of his owner. 
The travels of *Rosolio would add to many a mile if all were totalled up, it 
will not be surprising if he pops across to France to cover a mare ere the 
season is past. There are also a few high class Arabians at the farm. 

From the Grayson farm we drove to Abe Hewitt’s Montana Hall for a look 
at the *Ksar foals, finding them to be a very fine lot throughout. The yearl-

Sun Briar And Dunlin Share Hon- 
ors With Four Victories Each 
For Progeny 

The number of winning progeny 
from Virginia sires continues to 
mount upwards as we advance into 
the summer racing, this past week 
from June 8 to June 14 having turn- 
ed in some forty-four victories, more 
than any other so far this year, and 
a total of $22,750 in first monies at 
the various big tracks. : 

Outstanding among the 2-year-olds 
this week was the Sun Briar colt 
Briarlet who carried the colors of 
Christiana Stable to score for the sec- 
ond time in as many starts when he 
the Bridgeville Purse at Dela- 
Park on Wednesday, June 8. 
Having already gained his maiden 
triumph at Belmont some _ three 
weeks prior to this latter perform- 
ance, Briarlet, though favorite this 
time, found it stout running to con- 
quer the five other contending juve- 
niles and in the final drive just drop- 
ped his nose over the finish in time 
to win by a photograph decision over 
W. H. Berri’s Star Runner. 

Two gelded sons of Flag Pole were 
also among the winning 2-year-olds. 
P. Andolino’s Flag Post, who scored 
at Agawam Park in May for the 
Brookmeade Stable, came on to tri- 
umph there again for his new owner 
last Saturday in a 5 furlong event, 
while on Tuesday M. R. Waugh’s Nob 
chalked up his first victory at the 
same track, defeating eight other 
likely maidens in spite of topweight. 

William Zeigler, Jr.’s Espino filly 
Golden Bough was the only juvenile 
to score among the Virginia breds 
this week, when she turned back the 
favorite and nine other youngsters in 
the opening race on the card at Dela- 
ware Park, Thursday, June 9. 

Sun Briar and Dunlin shared hon- 
ors for having the most number of 
winners during the week, with four 
each. In addition to Briarlet’s per- 
formance, other Sun Briar, winners 
were R. V. Parrish’s gelding Secret 
Lover who triumphed at Whecling 
Downs on June 9, Mrs. G. H. Emick’s 
4-year-old colt Dark Sun who scored 
for the second time this year when 
he romped in first at Lincoln Fields 
the following day and A. C. Comp- 
ton’s 38-year-old filly Sun Kinesen 
who annexed her maiden event at 
Delaware Park last Monday. 

The Dunlin winners have all dis- 
tinguished themselves by past per- 
formances. On June 8, W. H. Den- 
ham’s 3-year-old filly Ghost Queen, 
with one victory behind her in April, 
scored again at Suffolk Downs.

*Teddy. We saw two colts that will be attracting attention at Saratoga. I do 
not think *Teddy sired in America a finer foal than the bay colt from *Comi- 
cal II by Sunspot. This colt has excellent balance and quality throughout, 
is a good mover, and will certainly make a fine racer, with any luck at all. 
A chestnut, out of Supper Time by Superman is another very likable sort. 
Time prevented our seeing all the yearlings out, but we did see a sweet filly 
from Exalted Ruler, as well as a fine one from Croix Rouge. The Gilpin 
yearlings will sell well this year, I’m thinking. 

At Audley Farm we were delighted to have as our guide the genial pro- 
prietor of the farm, Mr. B. B. Jones, who has been under the weather for 
some time but who is now coming along in fine shape. We found Mr. Jones 
with his herd of pure-bred Hampshire hogs, which he started at Audley a 
year or so ago. The Master of Audley can discuss the value of the Hamp- 
shire bloodlines, and the proper points of conformation of them, with the 
sureness of an expert. We were surprised to learn that the Domino line’s 
influence had extended to the Hampshires, for Peter Pan is a noted sire of 
the breed. The breeding stock of the Audley herd was selected from the 
best material in the country and within a short time the herd can be expect- 
ed to be winning prizes and Championships with the best of them. What 
B. B. Jones sets out to do, he does in no half-way fashion. 

The yearlings were shown us first, they numbering 13 colts and 27 fillies, 
and being a nice even lot. Of the foals, 38 of which are at Audley, 18 are 
colts, 20 fillies. There are some 20 more Audley foals in Kentucky. We 
chiefly wanted to see the first of the get of *Quatre Bras II, of which there 
are only three or four at Audley so far, the horse having been in Kentucky 
up to last fall. The two colts out of Gayoso by High Time and Beauty Star by 
Sweep will stand comparison with the best anybody has. The foals at Aud- 
ley are by *Bright Knight, Strolling Player, Trace Call and other sires and 
are an even lot as far as we saw, though we did not see all of them. 

From the broodmare quarters we went up to the stallion barn where we 
saw *Quatre Bras II for the first time. Somewhat reminiscent of both of his 
brothers *Sir Gallahad III and Bull Dog, the younger is half way between 
them, as you might say, in looks and conformation. Lightning seldom strik- 
es twice in the same place, and both the aforementioned sires are highly suc- 
cessful. *Quatre Bras II was not the race horse *Sir Gallahad III was, but he 
was every whit as good on the course as *Bull Dog was. Can the lightning 
of success strike the same place again? Breeders are wondering, awaiting 
the time when they can either cry ‘“‘miracle”’ or say ‘‘I told you so’. ’Tis on 
the knees of the gods, and we wish the game sportsman who is trying to 
“make” the third brother every success. 

Strong, powerful Strolling Player now occupies the next box to *Quatre 
Bras, the chestnut being at Audley again for the season. Big, rough, and 
rangy, is old *Bright Knight, who is next in the line and who is sound as 
ever at his job. Last in the line of four stalls is that of black Trace Call, 
cut out for a good horse if ever one was. This horse is breeding well and his 
fillies ought to be valuable adjuncts to the breeding paddocks when their 
time comes. In the long Audley training barn we saw the yearling colts, 
notably a corker from Sonina, as well as Hobson McGehee’s few horses in 
training, and at the end of the line the horse we never leave Audley without 
paying our respects to, lovely Gallant Knight. Hopelessly sterile, the great- 
est disappointment of his owner-breeder’s life this first class race horse lives 
a life of ease and comfort at Audley. Mr. Jones is minded to run Gallant 
Knight out with a band of barren mares to see if that is of any use in cor- 
recting the horse’s condition. 

Gallant Mac, full brother of Gallant Knight, though much more of the 
type of sire, *Bright Knight, is Mr. Jones’ hope for getting Ethel Gray’s 
blood carried on through the male line. This rangy brown was a fair race 
horse in the Vanderbilt colours, though nothing like of the class of his 
brother, who is a much smoother, smaller horse. Time will tell whether the 
lesser racer will make the better sire. From the stallions’ quarters we hied 
back to the old home at Audley, where Nellie Custis spent her young days. 
Here we partook of a refresher such as that good dame never enjoyed, and, 
thus fortified, headed out on the hundred odd mile journy home, reaching 
the latter after covering 310 miles by the speedometer between 5:30 a. m. 
and 10:30 p.m. Certainly a busy and full day, though one long to remem- 
ber for its interest.

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Advice to the Weary 

A few months ago I mentioned a 
particular form of gardener known 
as ‘‘A Spring Gardener” whose April 
enthusiasm is unsurpassable. Well, I 
guess there won’t be many of them 
reading this column now, what with 
the heat, weeds and bugs, but just 
in case there are one or two who are 
making a last stand I thought I might 


give them a few ideas so that they 
could hang on a while longer. 
I know your garden is full of 


weeds, and if they were removed, it 
would be a big help. Don’t try weed- 
ing it yourself, because this will pro- 
bably be a back breaking and _ dis- 
couraging business. School is out so 
look around for some_ enterprising 
young man who is only too anxious 
to make a few cents to go to the 
circus and let him do it. Be sure and 
be near so that your flowers will 
not suffer the same fate as the weeds. 

The second thing I am _ sure, is 
that some of your annuals are tall 
and spindly with a yellow cast. Cut 
these back severely and pour some 
liquid manure around them. Liquid 


manure is made, by taking a _ larg 
barrel, filling it full of water and 
then placing a sack full of rotted 


manure in to soak. This must stand 
in the water, at least three days, be- 
fore it is used. 

If you have any Delphiniums that 
are through blooming, be sure and 
cut them back, and apply the manure, 
as they will bloom aé_=second and 
sometimes qa third time. 

All the leaves of bulbs, 
tulips, hyacinths, etc. may be cut to 
the ground now without injuring 
next year’s bloom. 

Trim flowering shrubs that have

have bloomed this year, down to the 
second or third eye. This makes the 


bush stronger and will help keep 
your garden from looking like a 
jungle as summer progresses. 

After all the cleaning up is done 


and you feel as if you could start off 
again, plant some quick growing 
annuals. The prettiest combination 
for a low border is dwarf sweet 
alyssum and phlox drummondi. The 
latter come in nearly every shade of 
color and I have had mine continue 
to bloom even after a light frost that 
had killed the dahlias and zinnias. 
Other very quick growing annuals 
are shirley poppies. These are my 
special favorites and if started as I 
suggested a few weeks ago, where 
they can get the shade of a peony or 
some perennial, while they are still 
at the seedling stage, they will give 
no trouble and grow beautifully. The 
salmon and red shades mixed with 
some dark blue petunia plants are 
very pretty together when they begin 
to bloom, and you will never again 
be a “Spring Gardener” for they are 
easy to grow and need no care other 
than water and will keep going until 
frost. 

If annuals, planted now, are not 
thinned too drastically but are al- 
lowed to overlap, they will help keep 
the sun from the soil and thus hold 
the moisture. This is rather risky 
advice as it must be done with caut- 
ion for air also is necessary.
